St. Andrew's Dinner. 
The members of ths St. Andrew's Society, 
with their guests to the number of one- 
hundred-and-twenty, sat down lo an exc^el- 
lent dinner, spread by the Host of the Col- 
oSiaLRestaurant, on Friday evening last, lo 
eolebrate the anniversary of the Pairon 
Saint of Scotland. It was the largest public 
dinner ever given in tlio Colony. Among 
the distinguished per.soiis present were Ilia 
E.\cellency Governcr Douglas, (who pro- 
sided, assisted by dipt. Koid and J. G. 
MoKay, Es.) Judge Cameron, Uiiptiiin 
Spencer, H. M. S. TopaKe, VV. A. G. Young, 
Esq. Colonial Secretary, Attorney-General 
Gary, with many other prominent citizens. 
The fine band of H. iM. Topaze discoursed 
excellent music during the dinner. The 
dinner passed off in tlie most happy manner 
possible, nothing occurring to dislurb the 
festivities. At eleven o'clock the cloth was 
■olearedtand the regular toasts wore given in

Intereatiiig Letter from Rock Creek. 

By the Carrie Ladd la.st evening, we re- 
ceived the following letter from Kuck Creek 
from an occasional correspondent : 

Rock Ckkek, Nov. 6th, 18G0. 

Editor Advertisek — Sir: Cold weather 
— but too early — has come at la.st, puttiiiij 
an end lo all further mining operations in 
this vicinit/ until about the lir.st of March 
ne.\t. Miners and others who intended leav- 
ing have aone— mo.st of them to Colville and 
■Walla Wdlla. Of those remaining there are 
abo«t ISO on the creek; including miners, 
merchaiit.s, mechanics and government of- 
ficials. The miners who remain are satisfied 
that what they have not done this season 
they can done.vt— that i,i, make their « pile." 
Although a few miiuTs and a good many dis- 
contented giiinblers have gone from here, and 
called the mines a humbug. There are a 
few on the creek who have done very well. 
From tho Ko'.an claim, the best on the creek, 
there has been taken out the sum of $7,000, 
this sea.'?on. There are three men working 
this, and they each give il as their opinion 
that four times that ainuiint will be. taken 
out ne.xt sea.son. From mdst of the oilier 
claims, sums varying from Si2,iiOO to S.T.noii 
have been taken out. On the American 
creek ninsl of the miners have left, as that 
stream did not prove to be as rich as was at 
lirsl anticipated. There are now but thirty 
men remaining upon the creek. 

Isows wa.-i bmuj^lit to this place lust wuok 
by a half-brcod from Colville, that very rich 
and supposed to be oxtcnsivi" mi nun had 
been discovered on Clear lliver in the Xe/. 
Perccfl country. Thi,'> ncw.^ has caused con- 
siderable e.vci'teniciit, and I have no doubt 
but that p.irtlcs will bo fittcil out and started 
from here carlv in tho fipring. Many of the 
miners hero lia've traveled through that part 
of tho country and have always believed that 
rich mines existed there. • 

Tho British officials hero aro hiiving a 
lively time at present, in altcmptin;; to pre- 
vent goods being siiiugL:;led into liritish ter- 
ritory. Tho bouniliiry line is only tbreo 
miles from liore, and two trains are just out- 
side awaiting a favorable opportunity tu run 
their goods in and evade paying the ten per 
cent duty oa dry goods and groceries, and 
SI ')0 pt?!' g:illon"oii lii|uov.'. Another (lodge 
is to take ail llie gnnd.s across tlin line upon 
the sairii: hnrsc, tiiiToby saviiii^ f 1 oO on each 
boisu, that being the duty uii every animal 
taken into liritish territory. Coiitrai-y to the 
expectations of .some of our niorcbaiit-^, pro- 
vi.'^iims nro e.tccedingly jjlentiful, altliougb 
the prices remain very high. Flour is sell- 
ing "at 20 cents per pound ; Sugar, Coffee, 
aiid Dried I'ruit at ID cents ; Ihicon, 4'> ; 
Apjde.s, 50 ; I'utat.io.s and IJiiioiis at i!U. The
